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into the hospital as a patient from the state at large, and not 
be charged to the county as one of the number to which it is 
entitled. But such person shall be charged to the proper 
county when his proper residence shall have been ascertained. 

SEcrIoN 2: This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 343. 
AN ACT providing for the collection and publication of statis- 

tics relating to the unemployed. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. It is the duty of the bureau of labor and in-
dustrial statistics to collect and publish all available facts re-
lating to the unemployed of this state with a view of deter-
mining the general condition of those out of employment, and 
more especially to determine (1) the number out of employ-
ment; (2) the period during which each of said number have 
been without employment; (3) the status of the unemployed, 
married or single; (4) the effect of said unemployment upon 
earnings: (5) the morals and criniinal tendency of the unem-
ployed; (6) the causes of such unemployment; and (7) gen-
erally the causes leading to the result emanating from the 
conditions so ascertained to exist 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.

CH.% PTER 344. 
AN ACT to create section 4601-5 of the statutes, relating to 

definitions and standards for fruit and fruit products and 
to the labeling and sale of mixed jellies, jams, preserves and 
fruit butters, and providing a penalty. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in, senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to 
read: Section 4601-5. 1. For the purposes of this act the 
following definitions and standards are hereby classified:
